Indigent Care Program 

Provides support to OU Medical Systems hospitals for the medical care provided to Charity/Department of Corrections 
and Medicaid patients. This statutory mission helps offset $117,000,000 of costs provided to charity and Department 
of Corrections patients. 


Graduate Medical Education Program 

Provides support to 13 Oklahoma hospitals with approved M.D. and D.O. residency programs and both 
OU and OSU Colleges of Medicine. This statutory mission supports 879 residents in Oklahoma hospitals 
and colleges. 


Professional Medical Services Support 

Provides funds for statewide specialty medical services including Child Study Center, Child Abuse programs, 
pediatric hearing, area primary care support, mobile dental outreach services and dental school loan support.
